AN ACCOMPT 

Concerning the }i3ths ef Aii(kdz and flungarv j nt alfo jom 
Scone-Quarrries, Talcum ij0cks, &c. in thojeparts : Sjthe 


I N order to anCwer fome of the other Series i I here prefent 
you with this Accoropt concernkig 54r/&/,and fome other fub- 
)ei^s, contained therein. 

Baden is z \\ti\tCi%ym Anftria, four German miles South¬ 
ward from Vienna, fcated on a plain, but nigh unto a ridge of 
hills, which are the excurfions of Mount^fr/«f, It is much re- 
forted unto by reafqn of the Natural Baths of that place, wherein 
the Springs are fo numerous, as to afford convenient Bathss two 
within the Town, five without the Wall, and 2 beyond a rivolet 
called Sweehet, 

The DukeS'Batb is thelargeft, about 20 feet fquare, in the 
middleof anhoufeof the fame figure, built over it. The Va¬ 
pour paffes, through a tunnel of wood, at the top: and the Wa¬ 
ter is conveyed into the bottom of the Bath, at one corner, 
through woodden pipes and trees, under the Town-wall, from 
the Spring head, which rifeth at a little diftance Weft-ward. 
The Springs of the reft of the Baths rife under them, and are 
let in through holes of the Plancher, for all the Bathsare wain- 
feoted, the feats, fides and bottoms being made of Firre. The 
Water for themoft part is clear and tranfparent, yetfomewhac 
blewifh, and makeththe skin appear pale in it , as doth the 
fmoak of Brimftone. It coioreth Metals fexcept Gold, whofe 
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cotour ic alfo heightens) turhkig' them ibiiack ui ^ few minutes. 
TheCoynofthis Country, mixt of C 6 ppetvandS'ilver,(h 5 ving 
vT of Silveri and vVofCopper.)'is in a minutes time turned from 
a white into a dark yellow, and foon after becomes black. To 
the Mofs and Plants, which it waflieth, it gives a fine green co¬ 
lour, and leaves often afcum upon them of a Purple mixtwith 
white. As it runs from the Spring-head , it romcwhat re- 
fembles the Sulphur-river in the way from Thdt to Rome , 
but is not fo ftrong or (linking, nor doth it incruftate its 
banks. 

The Spring-head is alfo confiderable, inregard that it rifeth 
under a rocky hill at fome diftance from the entrance into it: 
For, I paflFd to it, about the length of 40. yards,through an Ar¬ 
ched paffage cut in the rock, which is alfaa natural ftove, (as^ 
that of Tritela and Baj^) made by the hot Bath water run¬ 
ning under it. Moft part of this Cave is incruftated with a white 
fubilance, by them called whereof 1 have fent you- 

fome, A t the moudhiiof the Cave it becomes har 4 e<‘and ftony. 
I cauledfotrieofthe pipes, through which the Bath-Water runs, 
to be opened,and from the upper part of the pipe^ I took fome 
quantity of fitieSulphur in powder', fomewhat like Flowers of 
Brimftone; this being as’twere, fublimcd from the water, and 
not depofed, being found in the upper part of the pipe, oleum- 
Sulpb. per campanam dropped into this water, is received into 
it quietly, oleumtort.perdeliqmum axdtth an ebullition, as in 
the making oi Tart arum VitrioUtum, 

Thefecond Bath within the Wall is-^thatof our Lady, about 
1 a foot broad, and 34 long. One end of it 'is under a Church of 
thefamename. This is fuller of Sulphur than the reft, and more 
blew,and Icaveth a yellow Flower iipoathe boards, as theothers 
doe a white. 

T he third is the NewBathj out of the Town nigh the Gate 5 
which when I faw was full of people finging. 

The fourth, the - 54/'^,which hath a partition in the -mid¬ 
dle tofeparate the men from the Women, 

The fifth, St. Johns Bath^ of a Triangular form.

Matmers'-dorfft feated under'an Hill on^thc Eaft’fide of the 
river Ztfy/^ hath odeiy one Bath, itrifeth undefa Church, built 
over the Sprinig-»head.; iTh? waterof it iilttfcet-«arrh,and there¬ 
fore ch^yboyl it iagreatrCoppers, when they deflie k hotter, 
and.bath in Tubbs, flU’d with this boyled water:. Trom the fub!* 
ftance, which flicks to the Coppers in boyling, it. is colleded , 
that it is iTOprcgnatcdwidiSoiphar,SaIr-peter'andtChalk. 'Thi5 
water coloure:th thc ftonesid itof-a fair green like a Turkois; 
and the Steam bf iCjwhkh^kk^sim.ihe.MofsEondd theCharchi 
turns ' into drops pf Gold'dr Amber. 

Dotti, a Hungarian miles from Cowers in Hungary, famous 
for being watered with great numbers of Spnngs,.hath alib Sulr 
phuieous Baths, fsid to be warm in Winter^ I was there in 
^aref) and O^oker, and both times found their warmth very te-- 
mifs, fcarceipcrceiveable. Inicoloiir they are blewifh, and;to 
tafteacid. The ^eens-kath and;the Creat-Sath rife in a Marfb, 
North-wardof theCaule, Theieis another Bath in, the Gover¬ 
nors garden within the Town. They are ufed as thofe of Man¬ 
ners dor by being bpyl’d, and powr’d into Bathing tubbs. 

At BarJ:.i,' two Huflgar. mile;, from' Frtifiat^ in a Meadow, I 
took notice of 15. Baths: Andthere h ve been more, but the 
nvctJVaag eatet;; away the banks, and fwallows up the Baths, 
and into tpree of thefe 15. it hath alfo broke in. The Water of 
thefe is like to that of baden in Aujlria ; it leaves a white Sedi¬ 
ment 
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raent upon the Mofs and places it walheth, and tin(Jiureth metals 
black: which:! experimented by potting money into its and 
flicking fome into the ground over3which the water pafTeth, 
that part, which was in the'ground, retained its own colour, 
and the other part in the -Bath-water acquired a Coal-black. 
1 hefe Bathes are open, and very hot. 

The Baths of Boinitz, nigh the river Nitra in Hungary, are of 
amoderat gentle heat, delightful to bath in, much beautifi’d 
by Count Palp Palatine of Hungary : And all of them covered 
under one4arge roof. The fir-fti's the Noblemens Bath, built of 
ftone defcendcd into on all tides by ftone-ftayrcs. Four more 
there are of Wood, but very handfomly and well built. 
hx.Stuh'n, i Hungarian miles from and i itonxchrem' 
near’to a rivolet, are divers Ba'tlrs of great efleem, and 
much frequented; the vvater whereof is clear, and fmellsof 
Sulphur; the fediment green. It colours the wood over it 
green and black, but does not change the colour of metals fo 
foon as moft others. I left money in it a whole night, which 
was yet but faintly coloured. The Springs arife under-neath, 
and pafs thorough the holes in the plancher of the Baths. The 
heat thereof is anfwerable to t' e Kings-Bath in England. Thefe 
Baths are 7 . The fiift, is the Noblemans Bath. The fecond, 
the Gentlemans. T he thii d^the Country-manS; T Ire fo urth, 

the Country-womans. The fifth, the Beggars-bath, The fixt, 
for fuch as are irifedted with the LuesVenerea. The feventh,the 
Bath of the Gifftes ; of whom there are many in thofe parts. 
Thefe Baths arc m a plain, eocompafTed cn all fides with hills, 
Thenisheft unto them are towards the Eafl; and it is the fame 
ridge of hills, w hich on the other fide are fo rich in Metals. 

Clas-Hmen ^ an Hungarian mile, or about 7 . Englifh-miles 
{tom Schemnitz,^ hath five Baths ; two of which are large. It 
depofes a red fediment, and incruftates the w od and leatesof 
the Bath under water with a ftony fubftance; and it guildeth 
Silver. Euc the moft remarkable of thefe Baths is that, which 
is called the Bath, whofe hot S prings drain thorough 

an hill, and fall into a Bath, built to receive them; at one 
end of which, by afcending, I went into a Cave, which is made 
a noble Stove by the heat of thefe Thermal and fo order’d with 
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Seats, that every one who fits in it, either by chufiiigaa high¬ 
er or lower feat, may regulate his fweating, or injoy what de¬ 
cree of heat he defireth^ This Cave,as alfo the fides of the Bath, 
are cove;ed,by t^e continual dropping of thefe hot fprings, with 
a red, white and green fubftancc: the red and green make the 
beft iliew; but the white is ufed againft the Stone,and cureth Ul¬ 
cers and fore back s of horfes. 

Eiferi'hach^ about 4 Englilb miles from and 5‘Or 

6 . from Sehemniz^ hath alfo hot Baths 5 which I fuppofe are 
thofe inquired after in your laft Qgeftion. Here are fent you di¬ 
vers pieces of that fediment and ftone,taken out of thefe Baths 5 
and one, which I took from the end of a Spout, through which 
thefe Therms had formerly palled. The wood ftill fticks to the 
bottom of it, but is not turned into ftone fas you may fee:) Yet 
1 have fcen great trees, plac’d at the top or fupetficies of the wa¬ 
ter in the Bath, which have fuffercd petrifadlion. Here are two 
convenient Baths, much frequented> and a third, which is made 
by the water let out of the former, called the Smkts-Ut^i from 
the number of Snakes coming into and delighting in it, when 
it is filled with thefe warm waters. 

The natural Baths of Euda are eftcem’d thenobleftof Europe^ 
not only in refpe(ft of the large and hot fprings, but the magni¬ 
ficence of ther Buildings. For the Turks bath very much, and, 
though little curious inmoft of their private houfes, yet are they 
very fumptuous in their Publick Buildings, as thtn Chmsoic 
Caravanjurds, Mojehes-, Eridgts 'dxxt. 54/declare. 

There are 8 Baths, whereof I had opportunity to take notice 
during my ftay at 5»<^4 5 3 towards the Eaft and South-Eaft- 
part of the City, in the way leading towards Confiantwople and 
5, towards the Weft-end of the Town in the way towards old^ 
offieriy and Stri^enium^ 

The firftjis a large open Bath at the foot of an high rocky hill, 
formerly called Purgatorium^ whereof the people have feme odd 
and fctuplous apprehenfions. 

The fecond is cover’d with a Cup/slay and ftandsnigh the fame 
Hill, but more into the Town, and near a place where they ufe 

Tanning. 

The third is called the of the fidm, though ac 
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prcfent th^be of a. red cOlouf^ atid it ftands over againfl: the Caravaufar*- 
The water isfetjbuc tokrablci Without addition of cold water.It is,impre- 
gnaced with aPetrifying juyce, which difcovers it fclfon thefides of the 
Bath upon the Spouts and other piaces,and maketh a gray ftone .* And the 
Exhalation from the Batb,revcrbcratcd by the Cupola,by the Irons exten¬ 
ded from one Column to another, and by the Capitals of the Pillars, for- 
meth long ftoaeslike Ice-ides, which hang to all the faid plsces ^ fuch as 
may be obferv’d in many fubterraneous Grotto’s, and particularly in En¬ 
gland in Okty-lnle in Sotnerfet-JhirCy and Pooks-hole in Darby-Jhire. 

The water is let out at night, when the women have done bathing,who 
often ftay late. The Bath is round fct about with large Pillars fupporting 
a Cupola, which hathopeningsto let outthe fteam thereof; and yet the 
whole room continues to be an hotftove. 

The Baths of the Weft-end of the Town are i. TaElalli or the Bath of 
the Table-y a ftnall Bath covered; the Water white, and of a Sulphureous 
fmelf. They drink ofthis as well as bath in it. What they drink, they re¬ 
ceive from a Spout, bringing the Water into this place. I delivered afive- 
ye//-pieceto aTurk,batbing init, to guild for me, which he did in about 
a minute, by rubbing it between his fingers, while the hoc water fell from 
the fpout upon it. 

2. Bam Degrimenty or the Bath ofthe poWfr-awy/. It rifcs in an 
open pond near the high way, and mixethwiCh the frcfh Springs, fothat 
tne pond is of a whitilh colour in one pairt. and clear in the ocher, as alfo 
cold and hot in feveral parrs. This conveyed crofs the high way into a 
Powder-mill, becomes ufcful in making of Gun-powder. 1 hey conceive 
here, that this Bach communicates with the Sulphureous Springs at Dotify 
many miles diftant. 

3. CuxAocuUgey the little Bath or the Bath of the Saint ‘ for which 
name theTurks give a fuperftitious reafon.Tis kept by Turkifli Monks.Thc 
Bath, where the Springs arife,'is fo hot as fcarce to be endured; but being 
let outinto another bathing place at fome diftance,it becomes tolerable and 
fit for ufe. This water hath neither colour, fmell, nor tafte different from 
Common water, and depofeth no fediment; onely the fides of the Bath 
are green, and have a fungous fubftance all over. 

4. Kaplih, a very noble Bath, but part of the buildings was confu- 
med this year (1669) by a great fire which happn’d in Bnda-, but is by 
this time repaired by the Turks. The water is very hoc, not without a pe¬ 
trifying juyce in it. The Building about is eight fquare, with a noble Bath 
in the middle; with a circle of a Trench of water about it for the better 
ornament. On every fide it has a Nichioy wherein is a fountain. In the 
middle of the Antichamber (where they leave their cloaths) there is alfo 
a fair Scone bafon and a fountain. 

5. 1 he Bath oiVelibej j which hath a ftrong Sulphureous fnncll, and a 
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petrifying Juyce in it; and is {> hot, that to make it toIcrable,it requires the 
addition of cold water. This is the nobleft 3ath of any. The Anti-chamber 
very 1 '.rge, the Bath-room cap ,;cious, and high-arched, and adorned with 
5. Cupola’s one a very fiir one, overthe great round Bath in the middle; 
and one leiTer, over each of the 4 corners; where are either Baths or Batb- 
ftoves for more private ufe : In chefe the Turks take off the hair of their 
Bodies by a pfilothrum mixt with foap ‘, it being not their cuftom, to have 
any hair, except on their beards; and.a lock on the crown of their heads. 
Twelve Pillars fupport the great Cupola, between 8 whereof are fountains 
of the hoc water, and between the other are places to fit down, where the 
Barbers and Bac{i-men attend, ; And each of chefe places have 2 cifierns of 
free-ftone, into t^ich are let in hoc Bath-water and alfo cold water, to be 
mixt and tempered as every one pleafeth. 

Men bachein the morning, ,and Tr<iw^» in the afternoon. When any 
man intends to bathe, having entred the firft rooms, he Andes there divers 
fervants attending, and furnifliing him with a cloth and apron. _ Then he 
puts offhis apparel, and having put on the apron, he eptrech the 2d room, 
wherein the great Bath is, an 4 fits on the fide of the Bath, or between the 
Pillars nigh a fountain where the Barber ftrongly rubs him with his hand 
opened, ftrctching out his armes, and lifting them up; after which the 
party batheth. then, if he be a fubjed: of the G-Signon, or, it be the 
cuftom of hisCouncrey,hehathhis head fhaved, andifayoung man,his 
beard, except the upper-lip. Next, the Barber rubs his breaft, back, arms 
and legs, with an hsir-cloth, while he either fitteth, or lyeth with his 
face downward ; then wafties his head with foap; and after throws cold 
water upon him all over his Body-, and fo the party walks about in the 
(team of the Bath for a time, 

Thefe Bachs are made ufe of two wayes, eitkr by entring into the wa¬ 
ter, or fitting about the Bath in the fleam. For the vapour of the Bath 
makes the whole room a ftove and moft fweac as long as they ftay in it ; 
and fome enter not the water at all,, but have it powr’d uppp them >or elfe 
only continue in the fleam of the Bath; whichfufficiently provoketh 
fweac. 

So much of the Baths, Upon the fide of Mount Calenherg, towards the 
North are Stones marked with Trees and Leaves. In the Hermitage of the 
Camaldulenfes, feated upon a Peak of this hill, I fiiw fair ones, with which 
they pav’d the walk in their Gardens. This place is 2 German miles from 
fCiema. 

kt from Man»ert-dorf is the Emperor’s ^arry of Stone, out 
which are made thebefl Buildings in Vienna: In which, where-foerer 
there is a cleft or reparation of one ftone from another, the water falling 
betwixt them, leaves a petrification, thereby,as ’twere,healing the wound, 
by making a ftony callus, not exadly like the p.irts,which it- joinsiogether. 

An 
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An Englifh mile from Tnifiat in Hungary North-Ward, is a Quarry 
of Stone, out of which many great Stones are digged, tranfparenc aud 
refembling Sugarcandy. 

hiBanca, two Hungar. miles [from North-ward, is a Quar¬ 

ry of white ftone, nigh the Hoc Bachs of that place; over which is 
a lay of Chalk of about a yard thick, very beautiful to the Eye, as be¬ 
ing of all colors, except green; fo finely mixt, ftreaked, and Sha¬ 
ded, that it furpaffeth Marble-paper; and the water dropping upon it, 
doth as twere varnifh it. 

At in Hungary, famous for Silver-Mines, is an high perpen¬ 

dicular Rock, part of which, from the top to the bottom, is naturally 
tinftur’d with a fliining fair blew and green; And I have heard from a 
Spaniard, who liv’d long in the Weft-Indies, that there is alfo a rock, like 
this nigh to tlhe Silver-mines in Peru. 

The Mountain of CUfura, being a part of Mount as alfa 

Mount Pyrlipe f both which I pifled over travelling from Bclgradnovia.r&s 
LarijfainThfjfaly) doe fhine like Silver, and day and night, either by 
the light ofthe Sun or Moon, afford a glittering pleafant fhew, caufed by 
the great quantity of Mufcovyglafs, wherewith thefe Hills abound. 
There are alfo Talcum-rocks nigh Spitalt in upper Carinthia^ as I have 
been informed by M. who iiveth there. lam unwilling to omit 

an Hill nigh Sarviscza, two dayes Journey on this fide Larifa, which 
confifts of an earth of a fine red colour, out of which the red Earthen 
Veffelsof that Country are made- as alfo the great number of 
nigh Tranfchln in Hungary, there being 32 plentiful fprings of them; 
likewife an Hoc Bath nigh BdlachercjPia in Bulgaria , it being fcicua- 
ted farr from any habitation, yet well built by the Turks, and very re- 
frefhing to Travellours. It hath a red ledimcnt, and mikech a gray 
ftone. 

Being stLariJfa'm Theffaly, where the Gr. Segmrhath long refided, 
lunderftood.thathe hadpaffeda good part ofthe hoc Summer ofiddy. 
upon the neighbouring mount Olympus ; and:by the Interpreters to the 
Emperours Refident, the lllufirijf'^ Signor di Capt nova, (who were ob¬ 
liged CO attend the y«/f 4 »upon the mountain) 1 was inform’d that there 
was a Spring of a whitifh water upon that Hi!!, which rvas drank of by 
many perfons intheirgreathe.it and thirft, contradted by afeendmg the 
mountain, but proved very defirudive unto them in 3 dayes, they then 
complaining of an heavinefs and coldnefs of their Scomacks till they 
dj’cd.
